The Town Council met Thurs¬ 
day night all present except 
Councillor Roberts. W. A. And¬ 
erson was present asking f-r 
a readjustment on his assess¬ 
ment. Because of Councillor 
Robert’s absence no definite .ac¬ 
tion was taken, but a further 
consideration of the matter was 
promised. 

R. W. Tollestrup Manager of 
the Canadian Utilities was 
present with prices for colored 
lights on the streets. The Cou¬ 
ncil considered the offer a very 
fair one and were sympathetic* 
to it. but due to the financial 
position of the Town felt that 
it could not be proceeded with 
this x ear. but may be next. 

J. D. Hall was present re¬ 
garding his feed corrals and the 
Town gav e instructions for kc e;* 
ing the premises clean and san¬ 
itary. with the stipulation tha' 
if any complaints were filed de¬ 
claring the yards a nuisanr* 
they would have to be moved 
outof town. 

A number of communication* 
were read regarding Menta 1 
Trainin'? School affairs, relief, 
and Ta^ Consolidation plan ^ bu 
no action taken outside of an¬ 
swering the ’ letters. A letter 
was read from the School Board 
asking for the remainder o f 
their 1935 requisition. 

This brought up the question 
of Tax Arrears, and a motion 
was passed that cRery possible 
means be taken to collect ar¬ 
rears, even if it meant attaching 
wages and property of those in 
arrears. The Solicitor was in¬ 
structed to proceed at once with 
the legalities connected with 
this. 

.prosecution will also be start 
cd against any person who per¬ 
mits neighbors to carry water 
from their taps, so all had bet¬ 
ter heed the warning and get in 
line. It was decided to purchase 
a large pipo die for the Town 
Engineer as one had been offer¬ 
ed the town at a very good 
price.

(constable and Librarian were 
read and accepted and the pay 
rojl ordered paid.

ilie worst disaster i n mining 
in Alberta, occurred at Coal- 
nurst at about 4:30 p.m. Mon 
day afternoon just after the 
night shift had gone on duty 
when a gas explosion took the 
lives of 16 miners almost a mile 
from the shaft where they 
came down. One man escaped 
by crawl in pi nearly a mile on bis 
hands and knees, kecoittg close 
to the ground to estape the 

gas. 

It was reveral hours * before 
rescue crews were able to des¬ 
cend to commence th e search, 
and then they found ten bodies 
together on one cave-in, an l the 
other six at various points in 
th (i workings. Coalhurst has 
been in mourning since the 
tragedy and business of all kind 
has been at a stand still.. Of 
the 16 miners killed by the 
hin d, 12 were married men, so 
t fit many wives and children.
